The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record does not describe or suggest applicants' invention, a method for fabricating 
shallow trench isolation(s) between deep trench capacitors wherein a substrate is 
provided, a deielectric layer is studded into a capactor top recess, a buffer layer is 
formed over the semiconductor substrate, and through memory array trench openings 
and logic trench openings layers, including the buffer layer, are etched, in the context of 

the recited processes.
